COMPLAINT FOR FORECLOSURE 

Plaintiff, the United States of America, states as follows: 

1. This is a mortgage foreclosure action brought by the United States of America on 
behalf of its agency, the United States Department of Agriculture Rural Housing Service also 
kn own as Rural Development (hereinafter collectively “RHS”). 

2. Jurisdiction arises under 28 U.S.C. § 1345. Venue is proper in this judicial 
division, where the subject property is located. 

3. RHS is the holder of a promissory note (“the Note”) executed for value on 
December 7, 2007 by Defendant Kelly J. Nesmith (“the Borrower”). The principal amount of 
the Note was $122,600.00, bearing interest at the rate of 6.0 percent per annum, and payable in 
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monthly installments as specified in the Note. A copy of the Note is attached as Exhibit A and 
incorporated by reference as if set forth fully herein. 

4. The Note is secured by a Real Estate Mortgage (the “Mortgage”) recorded on 
December 13, 2007, in Mortgage Book 1614, Page 0160, in the Office of the Clerk of Daviess 
County, Kentucky. Through the Mortgage, the Borrower, unmarried, granted RHS a first 
mortgage lien against the real property including all improvements, fixtures and appurtenances 
thereto at 6288 Waterfield Drive, Owensboro, Daviess County, Kentucky (the “Property”) and 
described in more detail in the Mortgage. A copy of the Mortgage is attached as Exhibit B and 
incorporated by reference as if set forth fully herein. 

5. To receive subsidies on the loan, the Borrower signed a Subsidy Repayment 
Agreement authorizing RHS to recapture, upon transfer of title or non-occupancy of the 
Property, any subsidies granted to the Borrower by RHS. A copy of the Subsidy Repayment 
Agreement is attached as Exhibit C and incorporated by reference as if set forth fully herein. 

6. The United States does not seek through this action to impose personal liability 
against the Borrower for the Borrower’s default on the Note and Mortgage. On June 24, 2015, 
the Borrower filed a Chapter 7 bankruptcy petition in the Bankruptcy Court for the Western 
District of Kentucky, Case No. 15-40540. The Bankruptcy Court granted the Borrower a 
discharge from personal liability on October 6, 2015. 

7. The Borrower has defaulted on the Note and Mortgage by failing to make 
payments when due. 

8. RHS has, in accordance with the loan documents, accelerated the loan and 
declared the entire principal balance, together with all accrued and unpaid interest and all other 
sums due under the loan documents, to be due and payable. Further, RHS sent notice to the 
Borrower of the default and acceleration of the loan. 
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9. In accordance with the loan documents, the United States is entitled to enforce the 
Mortgage through this foreclosure action and to have the Property sold to pay all amounts due, 
together with the costs and expenses of this action. 

10. The unpaid principal balance on the Note is $ 109,003.94 with accrued interest of 
$19,781.90 through September 16, 2019 with a total subsidy granted of $30,637.20, late charges 
in the amount of $199.29, and fees assessed of $9,481.34, for a total unpaid balance of 
$169,103.67 as of September 16, 2019. Interest is accruing on the unpaid principal balance at 
the rate of $19.32928 per day after September 16, 2019. 

11. The Property is indivisible and cannot be divided without materially impairing its 
value and the value of RHS's lien thereon. 

12. The Mortgage granted to RHS by the Borrower is a purchase money mortgage. 
The United States is unaware if the Borrower has a spouse, but even if such spouse existed, 
pursuant to KRS 392.040(1), any surviving spouse shall not have a spousal interest in land sold 
in good faith after marriage to satisfy an encumbrance created before marriage or to satisfy a lien 
for the purchase money. 

13. Defendant Kentucky Housing Corporation may claim an interest in the Property 
by virtue of a Mortgage recorded on March 23, 2015 in Mortgage Book 2045, Page 922 in the 
Daviess County Clerk's Office, a copy of which is attached as Exhibit D. The interest of this 
Defendant is inferior in ra nk and subordinate in priority to the first mortgage lien on the Property 
in favor of RHS, and the Plaintiff calls upon this Defendant to come forth and assert its interest 
in or claim upon the Property, if any, and offer proof thereof, or be forever barred. 

14. There are no other persons or entities purporting to have an interest in the 
Property kn own to the Plaintiff.

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff, the United States of America, on behalf of RHS, demands: 

a. In rem judgment against the interests of the Borrower in the Property in the 
principal amount of $109,003.94 with accrued interest of $19,781.90 through September 16, 
2019 with a total subsidy granted of $30,637.20, late charges in the amount of $199.29, and fees 
assessed of $9,481.34, for a total unpaid balance of $169,103.67 as of September 16, 2019, with 
interest accruing at the daily rate of $ 19.32928 from September 16, 2019 until the date of entry 
of judgment, and interest thereafter according to law, plus any additional costs, disbursements 
and expenses advanced by the United States; 

b. That the United States be adjudged a lien on the Property, prior and superior to 
any and all other liens, claims, interests and demands, except liens for unpaid real estate ad 
valorem taxes; 

c. That the United States' lien be enforced and the Property be sold in accordance 
with 28 U.S.C. §§ 2001-2003 subject to easements, restrictions and stipulations of record, but 
free and clear of all other liens and encumbrances except liens for any unpaid ad valorem real 
property taxes; 

d. That the proceeds from the sale be applied first to the costs of this action, second 
to any ad valorem real property taxes, if any, third to the satisfaction of the debt, interest, costs 
and fees due the United States, with the balance remaining to be distributed to the parties as their 
liens or interests may appear; 

e. That the Property be adjudged indivisible and be sold as a whole; and 
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f. That the United States receive any and all other lawful relief to which it may be 
entitled.

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LATE CHARGES. If the Government has not received the full amount of any monthly payment by the end <i f 15 riayq

payment of principal and interest. I will pay this charge promptly, but only once for each late payment. 

BORROWER'S RIGHT TO PREPAY. I have the right to make payments of principal at any time before they are due. 

A payment of principal only is known as a "prepayment." Whan I make a prepayment. I will tell the Government In 
writing that I am making a prepayment. 

I may make a full prepayment or partial prepayment without paying any prepayment charge. The Government will use 
all of my prepayments to reduce the amount of principal that I owe under this Note, if I make a partial prepayment there 
will be no changes in the due date or in the amount of my monthly payment unless the Government agrees in writing to 
those changes. Prepayment wHI be applied to my loan in accordance with the Government’s regulations and 
accounting procedures In effect on the date of receipt of the payment. 

ASSIGNMENT OF NOTE. I understand and agree that the Government may at any time assign this note wifhout my 
consent. If the Government assigns the note I will make my payments to the assignee of the note and in such case 
the term "Government” will mean the assignee. 

CREDIT ELSEWHERE CERTIFICATION. I certify to the Government that I am unable to obtain sufficient credit 
from other sources at reasonable rates and terms for the purposes for which the Government is giving me this loan. 

USE CERTIFICATION. I certify to the Government that the funds I am borrowing from the Government will only be 
used for purposes authorized by the Government. 

LEASE OR SALE OF PROPERTY. If the property constructed, improved, purchased, or refinanced with this loan is {1} 
leased or rented with an option to purchase, (2) leased or rented without option to purchase for 3 years or longer, or <3) 
is sold or title is otherwise conveyed, voluntarily or involuntarily, the Government may at its option declare the entire 
remaining unpaid balance of the loan immediately due and payable. If this happens, I will have to immediately pay off 
the entire loan. 

REQUIREMENT TO REFINANCE WITH PRIVATE CREDIT. I agree to periodically provide the Government with 
information the Government requests about my financial situation. If the Government determines that I can get a loan 
from a responsible cooperative or private credit source, such as a bank or a credit union, at reasonable rates and terms 
for similar purposes as this loan, at the Government's requesL I will apply for and accept a loan In a sufficient amount to 
pay this note in full. This requirement does not apply to any cosigner who signed this note pursuant to section 502 of the 
Housing Act of 1949 to compensate for my lack of repayment ability, 

SUBSIDY REPAYMENT AGREEMENT. I agree to the repayment (recapture) of subsidy granted in the form of 
payment assistance under the Government's regulations. 

CREDIT SALE TO NONPROGRAM BORROWER. The provisions of the paragraphs entitled “Credit Elsewhere 
Certification” and "Requirement to Refinance with Private Credit" do not apply If this loan is classified as a 
nonprogram loan pursuant to section 502 of the Housing Act of 1349. 

DEFAULT. If I do not pay the full amount of each monthly payment on the date it is due, I will be in default, if I em in 
default the Government may send me a written notice telling me that if I do not pay the overdue amount by a certain date, 
the Government may require me to immediately pay the full amount of the unpaid principal, all the Interest that I owe, and 
any late charges, interest will continue to accrue on past due principal and interest Even if. at a time when I am In 
default, the Government does not require me to pay immediately as described in the preceding sentence, the Government 
will still have the right to do so if I am In default at a later date. If the Government has required me to immediately pay in 
full as described above, the Government will have the right to be paid back by me for all of Its costs and expenses in 
enforcing this promissory note to the extent not prohibited by applicable law. Those expenses include, for example, 
reasonable attorney's tees.

Any person who la a guarantor, surety, or endorser of this not# Is also obligated to do these things. The Government 
may enforce Its rights under this note against each person Individually a- against all of us together. This means that any 
on# of us may be required to pay all of toe amounts owed undar this note. The term "Borrower" shall refer to aach 
person signing this note. 


WAIVERS. I and any other parson who has obligators under this note waive to# rights of presentment and notice of 
dishonor. "Presentment" means the right to require the Government to demand payment of amounts due. "Notice of 
dishonor" means tha right to require th# Government to give notice to other persons that amounts due have not been paid.

BORROWER COVENANTS that Borrower is lawfully seised of the estate hereby conveyed and has the right to grant 
and convey the Property and that the Property is unencumbered, except for encumbrances of record. Borrower warrants and 
will defend generally the tide to the Property against all claims and demands, subject to any encumbrances of record. 

THIS SECURITY INSTRUMENT combines uniform covenants for national use and non-uniform covenants with limited 
variations by jurisdiction to constitute a uniform security instrument covering real property. 

UNIFORM COVENANTS. Borrower and Lender covenant and agree as follows: 

I. Payment of Principal and Interest; Prepayment and Late Charges. Borrower shall promptly pay when due the 
principal or and interest on me debt evidenced by the Note and any prepayment and late charges due under the Note. 

X Funds for Taxes and Insurance. Subject to applicable law or to a written waiver by Lender, Borrower stall pay to 
Lender on the day monthly payments are due under die Note, until the Note is paid in full, a sum ("Funds") for: (a) yearly 
taxes and assessments which may attain priority over this Security Instrument as a lien on the Property; (b) yearly leasehold 
payments or ground rents on die Property, if any; (c) yearly hazard or property insurance premiums; and (d) yearly flood 
insurance premiums, if any. These tons are called "Escrow Items." Lender may, at any time, collect and hold Funds in an 
amount not to exceed the maximum amount a lender for a federally related mortgage loan may require for Borrower's escrow 
account under die federal Reel Estate Settlement Procedures Act of 1974 as amended from time to time. 12 U.S.C. § 2601 et 
seq. ("RESPA"), unless another law or federal regulation that applies to the Funds sets a lesser amount If so, Lender may, at 
any time, collect and hold Funds in an amount not to exceed the lesser amount. Lender may estimate the amount of Funds due 
on the basis of current data and reasonable estimates of expenditures of future Escrow items or otherwise in accordance with 
applicable law. 

The Funds stall be held by a federal agency (including Lender) or in an institution whose deposits are insured by a 
federal agency, instrumentality, or entity. Lander shall apply the Funds to pay the Escrow Items. Lender may not charge 
Borrower for holding and applying the Funds, annually analyzing the escrow account, or verifying the Escrow Items, unless 
Lender pays Borrower interest on die Funds and applicable law permits Lender to make such a charge. However, Lender may 
require Borrower to pay a one-time charge for an independent real estate tax reporting service used by Lender in connection 
with (his loan, unless applicable law provides otherwise. Unless an agreement is made or applicable law requires interest to 
be paid. Lender shall not be required to fay Borrower any interest or earnings on the Funds. Borrower and Lender may agree 
in writing, however, that interest shall be paid on die Funds. Lender shall give to Borrower, without charge, an annual 
accounting of the Funds, showing credits and debits to die Funds and the purpose for which each debit to die Funds was 
made. The Funds are pledged as additional security for all sums secured by this Security instrument. 

If the Funds held by Lender exceed the amounts permitted to be held by applicable law. Lender shall account to 
Borrower for the excess funds in accordance with the requirements of applicable law. If the amoum of the Funds held by 
Lender at arty time is not sufficient to pay die Escrow Items when due, Lender may so notify Borrower in writing, and, in such 
case Borrower shall pay to Lenderthe amount necessary to make up the deficiency. Borrower shall make up the deficiency in 
no more than twelve monthly payments, at Lender's sole discretion. 

Upon payment in full of all sums secured by this Security instrument, Lender shall promptly refiind to Borrower any 
FOnds held by Lender. If Lender stall acquire or sell die Property after acceleration under paragraph 22, Lender, prior to the 
acquisition or sale of the Property, shall apply any Funds held by Lender at the time of acquisition or sale as a credit against 
the sums secured by this Security Instrument. 

X Application of Payments. Unless applicable law or Lender's regulations provide otherwise, all payments received by 
Lender under paragraphs I and 2 stall be applied in die following order of priority: (1) to advances for the preservation or 
protection of the Property or enforcement of this lien; (2) to accrued interest due under the Note; (3) to principal due under 
die Note; (4) to amounts required for the escrow items under paragraph 2; (5) to late charges and otter fees and charges. 

4. Charges; Liens. Borrower shall pay all taxes, assessments, charges, fines and impositions attributable to the Property 
which may attain priority over this Security Instrument, and leasehold payments or ground rents, if any. Borrower shall pay 
these obligations in the manner provided in paragraph 2, or if not paid in that manner, Borrower stall pay them on rime 
directly to the person owed payment. Borrower shall promptly furnish to Lender ali notices of amounts to be paid under this 
paragraph. If Borrower makes these payments directly. Borrower shall promptly fomish to Lender receipts evidencing the 
payments. 

Borrower shall promptly discharge any lien which has priority over this Security Instrument unless Lender has agreed In 
writing to such lien or Borrower: (a) agrees in writing to the payment of die obligation secured by the lien in a maimer 
acceptable to Lender, (b) contests in good &ith the lien by, or defends against enforcement of the lien in, legal proceedings 
which in the Lender's opinion operate to prevent the enforcement of die lien; or (c) secures from the holder of the Uen an 
agreement satisfactory to Lender subordinating the lien to this Security Instrument. If Lender determines that any part of the 
Property is subject to a lien which may attain priority over this Security Instrument, Lender may give Borrower a notice 
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identifying the lien. Borrower Shalt satisfy the lien or take one or more of the actions set forth above within ten (10) days of 
the giving of notice. 

Borrower shall pay to Lender such fees and other charges as may now or hereafter be required by regulations of Lender, 
and pay or reimburse Lender for at! of Lender’s fees, costs, and expenses in connection with any full or partial release or 
subordination of this instrument or any other transaction affecting the property. 

5. Hazard or Properly Insurance. Borrower shall keep the improvements now existing or hereafter erected on the 
Property insured against loss by fire, hazards included within the term "extended coverage" and any other hazards, including 
floods or flooding, for which Lender requires insurance. This insurance shall be maintained hi die amounts and for the 
periods that Lender requires. The insurer providing the insurance shall be chosen by Borrower subject to Lender's approval 
which shall not be unreasonably withheld If Borrower fails to maintain coverage described above, at Lender’s option Lender 
may obtain coverage to protect Lender's rights in the Property pursuant to paragraph 7. 

All insurance policies and renewals shall be in a form acceptable to Lender and shall include a standard mortgagee 
clause. Lender shall have die right to hold die policies and renewals. If Lender requires. Borrower shall promptly give to 
Lender all receipts of paid premiums and renewal notices, In the event of loss. Borrower dull give prompt notice to the 
insurance carrier and Lender. Lender may make proof of loss if not made promptly by Borrower. 

Unless Lender and Borrower otherwise agree in writing, insurance proceeds shall be applied to restoration or repair of 
the Property damaged, if the restoration or repair is economically feasible and Lender’s security is not lessened. If the 
restoration or repair is not economically feasible or Lender's security would be lessened, the insurance proceeds shall be 
applied to the sums recured by mis Security Instrument, whether or not than due, with any excess paid to Borrower. If 
Borrower abandons tire Property, or does ttot answer within thirty (30) days a notice from Lender that die insurance carrier 
has offered to settle a claim, then Lender may collect tire insurance proceeds. Lender may use the proceeds to repair or 
restore the Property or to pay sums secured by this Security Instrument, whether or not then due.
